Now to Examin this Letiera little, as 
well as the other Advices, it feems to me 
in reality, that they ell give the Advan- 
tage to the Turksmany Way, and tho’ it 
is conceal’d as Artfully in the Letter,- as 
poffible, yer by all the Cuftomary Rules of 
Soldiers, Reprefenting their owa Difafters, 
by this Letter, the Mu/covites muft have 
been either Routed or Reduc’d tothe Ex.

Field, bat giving up his Detachment to fall 
into theit Hands, Entrench’d himfelf. 


Now: what if the mutual Vifory fhould 
be thus? it.. That the Turks having 
cut off this-gceat Detachment from the 
Maufcovite:Army, fell upon them, Sur- 
rounded, and cut them all in pieces ; 
and this Detachment which as we for- 
merly heard, was no lefsthan 30000 
Men, being thus Routed, .there’s the 
Turks entire ViGtory mee Then find. 
ing the Mufcevites main Army weak- 
ped by this Lofs, and Entrenching 
themfelves, the Jurks Attack’d their 
Entrenchments three Days together, 
but were repuls’d with great Lofs, 
and there’ the Czar’s Vi@ory. 

Then both Sides being well wearied with 
the A@tion; they fend toone another 
about a Treaty. 


This is all Guef.-Work, Gentlemen, but

Come we next tothe pretended Treaty 
of Peace hetween them; the Letter very 
modeftly owns, That the Czar made the 
offer of Peace, and gives very good Rea- 
fons for it.

is the beft his Swedifo.can expe@, and may 
think it very well he can come off fo. 

Europe is ftrangely amus’d with thefeUne 
certaiaties of Things, and tho’ it is true, 
that thefe Obfervations are grounded but 
upon probable Circumftances; yet I could 
not but thiok it neceflary to endeavour by 
Rational Conje@ures, to take «ff the A- 
mufements that thefe Things are the Caufe 
of, and prepare People’s Minds to judge 
calmly and cooly of the Matter, inthe mid& 
of the Confulion of fuch wild and inconfifi- 
ent Relation of Fa&. a 


I confefs J connot but think upon the 
whole, the Mufcevites have had fomething 
the worfe in the. A@ion, tho’ by Maintain- 
ing their Trenches, they have prevented 
an utter Overthrow, and given the Turks 
a Cheque ; and this correfponds exa@ly, 
with tne Account of General Nebm, from 
Peter Waradin. 1. That the Turks werere-
